Loyal Troops

KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia 
AP — Radio Jakarta said loyal 
troops crushed 
Communist- 
backed rebel forces in Jogja­ 
karta today after fighting in 
which that form er captial of the 
Indonesian republic 
changed 
hands three times. 
Action was reported still go­ 
ing on, however, elsewhere In 
central Java. There was no 
word on the fate of the leader 
of the uprising at Jogjakarta, 
250 miles southeast of this city. 
He was Col. Suherman, a dis­ 
sident officer of the Diponegoro 
Division. 
Information also was lacking 
on the whereabouts of Lt. Col. 
Untung, the presidential guard 
officer who was reported to have 
fled to Jogjakarta after collapse 
of 
the 
coup he proclaimed 
against rightist general officers 
here last weekend. 
Loyola troops of the Dipone­ 
goro 
Division 
were credited 
with overcoming the resistance 
of Suherman’s rebels. 
In earlier broadcasts Jakarta 
Radio said sporadic fighting 
was going on in other parts of 
central Java, where rebel units 
of the Dlpohegoro Division are 
holding out, and in the outskirts 
of Jakarta. One broadcast said 
arm y units loyal to President 
Sukarno had set up a new com­ 
mand to direct the fight against 
the rebels who, with Communist 
backing, tried to seize power 
last week. 
The 
Indonesian radio 
re­ 
peatedly broadcast appeals to 
troops in central Java to re­ 
main loyal to Sukarno's govern­ 
ment.

and is 
sm aller outside but roomier 
inside. 
From the outside, the car has

um -priced British cars. 
The 
classic 
Rolls-Royce 
grille, 
modeled on the Parthenon, still 
is the dominating feature, but it 
is slightly smaller. 
O ver-all, the Silver Shadow 
is 7 inches shorter, 5 inches 
lower and 31/2 inches narrower 
than the Silver Cloud, It's im ­ 
mediate predecessor. 
Prices in the United States 
start at $20,000, compared to 
$16,500 for the Silver Cloud.

VATICAN CITY (AP) — The 
impact of Pope Paul's visit to 
the United Nations strengthened 
a growing impression here to­ 
day that his next foreign trip 
will take him into the Commu­ 
nist world. 
Tile handshake and animated 
conversation 
the pontiff had 
with Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei A. Gromyko at the Unit­ 
ed Nations has added to this 
impression. 
Poland 
appeared 
the 
Red 
country most likely to receive 
the Pope. 
When he. returned from New 
York Tuesday, the Pope vowed 
he would "continue to work as 
much as possible for world 
peace." 
Observers took this to mean 
that he would also continue to 
travel, personally carrying the 
gospel of peace wherever he felt 
it would serve mankind. 
Many in Vatican circles are 
convinced 
that 
Pope 
Paul's 
three flights outside Italy have 
smoothed the way for a person­ 
al peace pilgrimage intoaCom ­ 
munist 
land 
whose political 
ideology includes atheism . 
The thinking goes like this: 
Pope Paul broke the most dif­ 
ficult ground of all in January, 
1964 by going to the Holy Land. 
The trip was fraught with poten­ 
tial danger. He visited Arab 
Jordan and Jewish Israel in an 
area tense with anim osities and 
hatreds. He came and went in 


peace, and it was a triumph ar 
him as a messenger of peace. 
Next came India in December 
1964. Despite many fears that 
harm would come to the Pope in 
that teeming land of non-Chris­ 
tians, that, too, was a triumph. 
With his first trip to the New 
World behind him, where is the 
Pope to turn in hts personal 
peace program? He has been to 
the Middle East, to Asia and to 
the Western Hemisphere. 
He could go to Latin America 
to show his respect for its large­ 
ly Roman Catholic population or 
to Africa as a sign of esteem for 
the emerging nations. 
But the Pope has made it un­ 
mistakably 
clear, 
time and 
again, that he is profoundly 
preoccupied by the chasm be- 
tween communism and Chris­ 
tianity. 
Until now he has been ap­ 
proaching the problem In two 
ways — denouncing repressive 
methods in Communist lands, 
and working through quiet di­ 
plomacy to improve conditions 
for Catholics living under com­ 
munism. A third approach could 
be a personal trip. 
Poland appears the most logi­ 
cal choice for a papal visit be­ 
cause that Catholic county will 
celebrate next year the 1,000th 
anniversary of its conversion to 
Christianity. TTiere are reports 
the Communist government in 
Warsaw would like the Pope to 
come.

Emergencies To Be Left In 
Tried And Trusted Hands 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson is leaving in what 
he regards as the tried and 
trusted hands of Vic e President 
Hubert H. Humphrey any emer­ 
gency decisions that might arise 
during and just after his gall 
bladder operation Friday. 
Few Americans, including the 
present President, are able to 
envision any critical action that 
might have to be taken while 
Johnson is under anesthesia or 
otherwise incapacitated by the 
projected operation. 
Johnson himself said: "The 
doctors expect there will be 
minimal time during which I 
will not be conducting business 
as usual." 
But there is always the nu­ 
clear weapon to be considered. 
However remote the possibility 
of its use, no chief executive can 
disregard 
the 
mandite 
that 
presidential action is necessary 
to flick its firing mechanism. 
A 15-minute warning would be 
the maximum if an enemy set 
off his m issiles at the United 
States, and Johnson is likely to 
be under sedation much longer 
than that. 
It was for this reason, if for 
no other, that the President said 
that although he did not antici­ 
pate the need for any Instant 
presidential decision or action, 
he had instructed the Cabinet 
and the White House staff to 
keep in constant contact with 
Humphrey. 
Including the vice president, 
Johnson 
said 
that 
the men 
around him have been "party to 
and have participated in all ma­ 
jor political decisions. Theyare 


fully and currently informed.” 
On his part, Humphrey said 
the President had discussed the 
situation fully with him and he 
and the Cabinet "are clear as to 
the procedures to lie followed 
during his short absence if the 
necessity a rise s." 


Humphrey's role already had 
been set out in an agreement 
which covered any lasting disa­ 
bility of the President. It was 
sim ilar in it term s to agree­ 
ments reached between former 
President 
Dwight 
D. Eisen­ 
hower and form er Vice Presi­ 
dent Richard M. Nixon. The 
same 
phraseology 
had been 
agreed to verbally by the late 
President John F. Kennedy and 
Johnson. It was renewed be­ 
tween Jonnson and Humphrey. 
What stands out in the rela­ 
tionship of Johnson and Hum­ 
phrey, however, is the kind of 
confidence the head man has in 
his stand-in. This was less dis­ 
cernible in Eisenhower's rela­ 
tionship with Nixon. And it was 
absent in Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt’s consideration of HarryS. 
Truman. 


Truman knew literally noth­ 
ing about what was going on in 
the White House when Roosevelt 
died. Gen. George C. Marshall 
had to fill him in on the filet 
that a test prototype of the 
atomic bomb had been fired 
successfully. 
In contrast, Humphrey has 
sat in on all of the major deci­ 
sions of the Johnson administra­ 
tion. He knows what the score is 
and is prepared to act lf neces­ 
sary. 


Pulling 
Boy 
Free 


MEDINA, Ohio (AP) - Rescue 
workers began inching a 110- 
pound 
15-year-old 
boy 
free 
today from the cave crevice 
where he was trapped for 
24 
hours. 
Rescuers who worked through 
the night finally managed to get 
straps around the boy, Morris 
Baetzold, to begin a slow' proc­ 
ess of inching his body out of 
the slanted opening where 
he 
was trapped face down Tuesday 
in a cave once used to house 
fugitive slaves during the Civil 
War, 
One rescue worker 
said it 
would take hours more to free 
Morris from the sandstone pin­ 
cer which snared him while he 
was on an outing with the chil­ 
dren’s home where he lives. 
Workers reported they could 
lift Morris about four inches at 
a time, the rescuer sairi, but ne 
would slip back three when the 
pull on the straps was eased. 
The boy is caught in a nar­ 
row tunnel of a small cavern 
known as Wildcat Cave near 
Hinckley, about 12 miles north 
of here iii Northeastern Ohio. He 
had crawled around 
tunnels 
leading off the main cave, went 
around a big slab of rock, then 
slipped into a V-shaped crevice 
where he is held fast. 
He has not had food since he 
was trapped before noon Tues­ 
day while on an outing with 
other 
youngsters 
from 
the 
Methodist Children's Home In 
Berea, near Cleveland, where 
he lives. 
Seven members of the Nation­ 
al Speleological Society, cave 
experts of the national rescue 
squad, 
arrived at 
Cleveland 
Hopkins Airport early today and 
were given a pol ice escort to the 
scene. They had been summoned 
by the Ohio Highway Patrol. 
Rescuers could 
reach and 
touch the boy but were unable 
to move him more than a few 
inches. 
He was tilted downward at a 
4 5-degree angle in a crevice 
only IO inches wide and three 
feet high. 
The weather outside the cave 
was near freezing but rescuers 
said inside it was warmer. 
Portable heaters were dragged 
near the boy to help keep him 
warm. He was wearing a nylon 
jacket and jeans. 
M orris was back about 60 feet 
from the entrance to the cave 
and 35 feet underground. He was 
not injured and reportedly In 
no pain. A doctor at the scene 
said his physical condition was 
good.

Corbin was one of four rural 
carriers in the nation's first ru­ 
ral free delivery experimental 
program in Carroll County, Md. 
He was the first of tile four to 
start, on Oct. I, 189G, when he 
was 22. 
He said in those early days 
people used everything from 
teapots to cigar boxes as mad 
receptacles. 
And not all of them wanted 


the mail delivered: “ One man 
— a Republican — told me to 
keep in the middle of the road 
when I passed his place. 


"And some men didn't like it 
because they were used to going 
into W estminster for the m ad.It 
gave 
them a chance to sit 
around the country store-post 
office and talk." 


Corbin said most of the coun­ 
try folk in those days viewed the 
rural c a rrie r as something ofa 
federal 
interloper and were 
somewhat hostUe. 


Corbin describes him selfasa 
life-long Democrat who voted 
for President Johnson. 


He said lie has enjoyed good 
health because "I never smoked 
a paper-wrapped cigarette or 
chewed tobacco." But he added, 
a twinkle in his eye, "I have 
been known to take a drink now 
and again." 


Corbin said he earned $25 a 
month as a rural c a rrie r. Qi die 
strength of this slary, he said he 
got m arried. He has been a 
widower 19 years. 


Test Friday 
Of Senate 
14B Views 


WASHINGTON 
AP — Senate 
Democratic Leader Mike Mans­ 
field, of Montana, today set I 
p.m. Friday for the first test 
vote on the bill to end the 
right of states to ban the union 
shop. 
He obtained unanimous consent 
to fix this hour, explaining that 
he wanted all absent senators 
to have plenty of advance no­ 
tice of the time. 
Mansfield announced Tuesday 
that the initial test would come 
on his motion to table and thus 
kill the bill -- a motion he will 
vote against. Such a move of­ 
fers a vehicle for a vote since 
it is not debatable. 
The majority leader told news­ 
men before the Senate convened 
that he planned to make the last 
speech before the vote Firday 
and that he would “ ask the larg­ 
est possible vote against it.” 
Republican 
senators 
were 
prepared today to resume the 
filibuster against the measure. 
Sen. Carl T. Curtis, R-Neb., 
had l>een designated floor cap­ 
tain for the day by Republican 
Leader Everett M. Dirksen, of 
Illinois 
Curtis was required to be out 
of town because of an earlier 
commitment, and Sen. Strom 
Thurmond, R-S. C., was chosen 
to pinch hit for him. 
Mansfield announced Tuesday 
he would move Friday to table 
and thus kill the legislation, 
then vote against his own mo­ 
tion. 
A tabling motion is no; de­ 
batable. The Democratic leader 
said he was undar no illusions 
this would bring any quick reso­ 
lution of the controversy over 
the bill. 
But, he said, it should bring 
"an honest expression of the 
attitudes of m em bers" on the 
dispute "and, hence, provide 
some measure ox guidance" on 
the course desired by the ma­ 
jority. 
Leaders on both sides of the 
issue said they expect the ta­ 
bling motion to lose by about 
the same margin — in votes — 
that sponsors of the bill claim 
for it on a final passage roll 
call. 
Republican 
Leader Everett 
M. Dirksen of Illinois, leading 
the fight against the measure, 
said he would be delighted to 
vote for Mansfield's motion but 
did not expect it to carry* 
Republican senators, includ­ 
ing Strom TTiurmond of South 
Carolina, were ready to contin­ 
ue the filibuster against the bill 
today. 
Southern Democrats did the 
talking Tuesday after Dirksen 
started the filibuster with a 
lengthy effort Monday. 
The bill's sponsors concede 
they do not have the two-thirds 
majority 
required to invoke 
cloture and shut off debate. 
The filibuster in progress is 
on the preliminary motion to 
bring the measure before the 
Senate.

The President, 57, a rather 
forlorn looking man seated all 
alone at the huge, octagonal 
table lr! the White House Cabi­ 
net Room, announced the forth­ 
coming operation to newsmen 
Tuesday night at the close of a 
day ox suspense. 
Tie physician who will per­ 
form the operation, Dr. George 
A. Hallenbeck of the Mayo Clin­ 
ic at Rochester, Mina., said it 
will be major surgery but "the 
risk to a normal person of the 
President's age is very low in­ 
deed." 
And the man who handled 
Johnson's severe heart attack in 
1955, Dr. J. Willis Hurst, chair­ 
man of the medical department 
at Emory University in Atlanta, 
Ga., said that: "We do no; an­ 
ticipate difficulty. Deviously we 
intend to be as careful and cau­ 
tious as possible," 
Hurst said Johnson has had no 
heart difficulty for IO years 
and: "I would place him la a 
group of risks sim ilar to any 
other patient who nas not had a 
heart attack.” 
Johnson will check in at the 
UJ5. Naval Hospital inSuburban 
Bethesda, Md., Thursday night. 
A Navy com lander for a time 
in World Wax II, Johnson was 
taken to this hospital after his 
heart attack. And he was there 
for 31/2 days last January with a 
sore throat and heavy cold. 
He reported Tuesday night 
that "the doctors expect there 
will be minimal time during 
which I will not be conducting 
business as usual." 
And he sounded assurances 
that should presidential action 
or decision be needed and he 
was unable to provide them, 
standing arrangements are in 
effect for Vice President Hubert 
H. Humphrey to act In his 
place. 
Johnson met with Humphrey 
and the Cabinet just before he 
read his announcement to news­ 
men. He said he had discussed 
his case also with congressional 
leaders and former President 
Dwight D, Eisenhower. 
"At the ranch on Sept. 7,” he 
said, "I felt some pains in my 
stomach which seemed to be the 
result of something I 
had 
eaten.” 
The White House physician, 
Vice Adm. George G. Burkley, 
he said, erm in ed .iirn, suspect­ 
ed gall bladder trouble, and 
suggested that X rays be taken 
after his return to Washington.

Pad Permits Humphrey 
To Ad For Johnson 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
—- A 
specific 
agreement provides 
that Vice President Hubert H. 
Humphrey will act for President 
Johnson if need he during the 
latter's hospitalization for re­ 
moval of his gall bladder. 
This was emphasized Tuesday 
by the President in announcing 
the forthcoming operation. How­ 
ever, he said he does not "antic­ 
ipate the need for presidential 
decision, or actions, during the 
short time that I will not be 
available for die purpose." 
Johnson and Humphrey have 
had an agreement since shortly 
after their election, providing: 
1. In case of inability, the 
President would •* if possible— 
so inform the vice president, 
and the latter would serve as 
acting president, exercising the 
duties of the office until the ina­ 
bility ended. 
2. In die event an inability 
prevented the President from 
communicating with die vice 
president, the latter, after such 
consultation as he deemed ap­ 


propriate, would decide whether 
to take over the powers of the 
office and serveas acting presi­ 
dent until the inability ended. 


3. In either event, the Presi­ 
dent would decide when the ina­ 
bility had ended and at that 
time would resume the full ex­ 
ercise of his powers and duties. 
Johnson said the agreement 
with Humphrey is the same as 
that between former President 
Dwight 
D. 
Eisenhower 
and 
form er Vice President Ricliard 
M. Nixon, and between the late 
President John F. Kennedy and 
Johnson when he was vicepres­ 
ident. 
A 
proposed 
constitutional 
amendment covering the su‘>- 
ject ofpresidential inability was 
passed by Congress in July and 
is now before the states. Eight 
of the required 38 state legisla­ 
tures have ratified it.

Mayor Robert F. Wagner has given a dem­ 
onstration of impotence in the New York news­ 
paper strike. 
He said last weekend that he would make 
recommendations to settle the city’s newspaper 
strike-shutdown by Saturday midnight if those 
involved reached no accord. 
The Guild strike continues although the mailers 
did reach agreement with the publishers. 
Mayor Wagner, a Catholic, wanted publication 
restored in time for Monday’s visit to New 
York by Pope Paul VI. 
He mentioned the “historical importance’’ of 
the visit. 
We agree but each day’s events provide a 
running history and nobody knows on any day 
which particular news will prove to be of the 
greatest historic importance. 
The New York Times is particularly valuable 
for its historic content because it provides an 
annual index of events. It covers the news 
more completely than any other newspaper and 
it is a nationally circulation publication. It 
is a crime both against history and the nation 
on any day that the Times cannot publish. 
No, we don’t think that a strike against the 
Times should be prohibited. No publishers 
should be given this much pow'er for this 
type of immunity or his employes penalized 
when others can strike foi greater benefits. 
We believe in collective bargaining and the 
right of employes to organize. 
We are opposed to the excessive and reckless 
use of the strike weapon that characterizes 
New York newspaper strikes, the lack of genuine 
collective bargaining, the blind opposition to 
automation which the newspapers must not 
only adopt but must profit by to survive and 
the greed and professional jealousy of the labor 
union leaders, each of whom is trying to get 
greater financial gains for his members than 
the others regardless of consequences. 
We predict that at least two more New York 
newspapers will disappear from the scene 
within a year either by folding completely or 
by merging with other newspapers. This is not 
a good thing for New York, the nation, news­ 
paper readers generally or newspaper em­ 
ployes in New York. 
One of the major reasons for New York’s 
sick newspaper plight is that the unions hang 
together but the publishers are too individ­ 
ualistic to battle with the same unanimity. 
The New York Post pulled out of the news­ 
paper publishers association several years 
ago. More recently the New York Herald Tribune 
dropped out and resumed publication. Both 
of these newspapers are publishing. 
No members of any union are crossing the 
picket lines of the struck newspapers. 
The divisive attitude of the newspaper pub­ 
lishers will speed the death of New York 
newspapers, several of which haven’t known the 
meaning of profit for several years, in spite 
of any efforts by the federal government, Mayor 
Wagner, the Catholic church, New York state 
government or interested citizens.

Republican leaders continue to exhibit a re­ 
moteness for public opinion and common sense 
that is beyond belief. 
For years they tolerated McCarthyism, refus­ 
ing to condemn its methods. The general public 
saw through the late U. S. Sen. Joe McCarthy’s 
baseless accusations for years before any 
Republican leader was emboldened to speak out 
against him. 
For those who don’t remember, McCarthy 
made sensational, repeated charges that the 
federal government was honeycombed with Com­ 
munists. McCarthy found a ready and for months 
an approving audience at a time of near national 
hysteria when people were more gullible than 
normally. 
McCarthy never produced one shred of evidence 
but he accused, accused, accused. 
His name became synonymous with a baseless 
charge. 
During the days when 
McCarthyism was 
popular, former Congressman Walter Judd of 
Minnesota, told us that there was much merit 
in McCarthy’s charges. This was his polite 
way of rebuking us for criticizing the Wisconsin 
Senator’s ruthless and unfair tactics.

OCTOBER 
O ctober 
has 
been a k iller 
month in M issouri's traffic ac ­ 
cident records. 
Over the past 
five years, the tenth month has 
chalked up 508 traffic deaths in 
M issouri. 
In the pedestrian category, the 
ra tio of pedestrian fatalities to 
the total fatalities for Octobex 
during the last five years was 13 
p e r cent. 
L ast year when M issouri set 
a record in traffic fatalities, 
O ctober was the second most 
deadly month with 138 lives lost 
on the highways. 
There was 
only one day in the month when 
a traffic death was not recorded 
in M issouri. 
The weekends of last October 
w ere a tim e of extrem e tragedy 
on M issouri highways. The five 
weekends 
accounted 
for 70 
traffic fatalities. 
The fourth 
weekend of the month was the 
m ost deadly. Over that weekend 
19 persons lost their lives in 
M issouri traffic. 
Colonel 
Hugh H. Waggoner, 
Superintendent of the M issouri 
Highway Patrol, said, “ It would 
appear 
that the 
prim e con­ 
tributing factors for the fatal 
accidents of last October w ere 
again inattention and c a re le ss­ 
ness. 
M otorists were taking a 
la st weekend trip before 
the 
w inter weather set in. 
F or 
many people it was th eir last 


Journey. 
“ October is the first full month 
of the fall season and it brings 
to the m otorist different driving 
conditions than w ere present in 
the summ er months. 
There 
are more hours of darkness 
and thus the potential for traffic 
accidents is increased. 
The 
possibility of sudden adverse 
weather 
conditions 
is also 
present during October. 
“ It is important that m otorists 
take notice of the driving con­ 
ditions that exist in autumn. 
The traffic fatality toll for the 
month of October and the rest 
of the fall season depends or 
how well drivers adjust to the 
changing conditions," Colonel 
Waggoner concluded.

veniences, Rep. Durward Hall, 
R-Mo., would like the wounded 
soldiers at W alter Reed Army 
Hospital to know that they are 
better off than Congressm en. 
The 
dignified Dr. Hall, who 
practiced medicine before he 
entered politics, inspected the 
hospital 
to see for 
him self 
whether this column had told 
the truth about crowded condi­ 
tions 
in 
the enlisted men’s 
w ards. 
He returned to the 
house 
floor 
to 
deliver 
a ringing 
denunciation of this column for 
“ Yellow 
Journalism .” 
In­ 
dignantly, he declared: 
“ Tile charge has been made 
by the w riter of the scurrilous 
article that there are insuf­ 
ficient latrine faciliies 
(for 
enlisted patients). M r.Speaker, 
this com pares very interesting­ 
ly in a 45-bed ward with 
the 
number of standup receptacles 
or sitdown receptacles of the 
House of R epresentatives. 
“ We have 435 m em bers here, 
and a sim ple calculation and 
counting of the number of stalls 
in our Speaker’s cloakroom will 
indicate that these men are in 
much better condition than we.” 
It is true that in a diarrheic 
em ergency, on the two or three 
occasions each year that all 435 
m em bers show up on the House 
floor at the sam e tim e, there 
could be a c risis in the adjoin­ 
ing m en's room . 
But m ore often, there 
are 
few Congressm en on the floor 
and 
no competition for 
the 
Vacuities. Presum ably 
the 
law m akers, despite the strain 
of a strenuous session, are also 
in better health — and, there­ 
fore, in le ss need of a handy 
latrine — than the injured and 
ailing GIs at W alter Reed. 
HALL'S PRIVATE PRIVY 
D r. Hall also neglected 
to 
mention 
that in his congres­ 
sional 
office 
the taxpayers 
throughtfully provided him with 
a private bathroom Just a few 
steps from his cushioned swivel 
chair. 
Indeed, 
most congressm en, 
except those with low seniority 
who a re relegated to the old 
Cannon building, can wash up 
without stepping outside their 
office suites. In the case of the 


Cannon building, the oversight 
will be corrected as soon as 
rem odelers can get to work 
next month. 


D r. Hall also thought that 
the Vietnam 
veterans in the 
crowded w ards, some of them 
m issing lim bs, others racked 
with jungle fevers, had ample 
space to breathe. 
“ As long as there a re 72 
cubic feet of airspace surround­ 
ing 
each hospital bed,” he 
said, “ this is a quantity suf­ 
ficient.” He didn’t say whether 
Congressm en have more than 
72 cubic feet of breathing space. 
The congressm an from Mis­ 
souri assured the House that he 
had 
questioned 
many battle 
casualties from Vietnam, and 
not one had a complaint against 
t“e hospital. 


“ I found m ilitary patients. 
he said, “ who had sm othered 
hand grenades in Vietnam tak­ 
ing the entire blow them selves 
and having their abdomens shot 
away and being reconstructed 
by plastic surgery, pleased with 
the type of service they get and 
proclaim ing that this is one of 
the 
greatest hospitals in the 
w orld.” 


There is no question 
that 
the arm y doctors at W alter Reed 
a re doing 
a superb job 
of 
mending broken soldiers. But 
the enlisted patients 
might 
have talked more freely about 
the crowded conditions 
and 
inadequate 
facilities 
if 
Congressm an 
Hall 
hadn't 
brought along the officer of the 
day on the inspection tour. 
DIFFERENT STORY 
H ie patients were more frank 
in describing conditions to a 
group 
of 
New 
Jersey 
L egionaires, who traveled all 
the way from Hudson county, 
N. J., to Washington, D. C., 
to check on the accuracy of the 
W alter Reed story. They toured 
the hospital unaccompanied by 
the b rass. 
Afterw ard, 
they 
reported 
their findings to their Congress­ 
man, Dominick Daniels, D -N J , 
who 
la te r 
told 
the House: 
“ They noted that 
the patients 
had nothing but p raise for the 
doctors. However, alm ost to a 
man they pointed out that the 
hospital 
is woefully under­ 


sta ffe d . . . thej reported that 
the enlisted facilities w ere in­ 
adequate and antiquated.” 
As for the controversial bath­ 
room fixtures, Daniels said the 
L egionaires 
had 
confirm ed 
“ that Jack Anderson's conten­ 
tion that 4“> men in an enlisted 
ward shared a single shower 
and had only four w ashbasins, 
two urinals and three toilet 
bowls was completely factual.” 


Concluded Daniels: “ A 
new 
generation of young A m ericans 
is going forth to face its tim e 
of trial in the steam ing jungles 
of South Vietnam. These young 
men deserve to know that if 
they a re wounded, they will re ­ 
ceive the best care that this 
nation can give.” 
Suggestion: Perhaps the tax­ 
p ay ers' money could be better 
spent improving W alter Reed 
Hospital than overhauling 
the 
Cannon building. You might help 
by 
letting your congressm an 
know 
whom you feel deserve 
more bathroom s—congressm en 
or wounded soldiers.

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IO Shell Limit At Swan Lake

They're flying our 
way. . . 
but they're awfully high." Four 
hunters crouched in the goose 
hunting pit tensed up and 
got 
ready. "Now!" and they stood 
up to Are at th? "V " of geese 
overhead. The hunters emptied 
their guns: four men, 
three 
shots apiece, twelve shots. The 
geese were really "too high," 
out of range, and none fell. 
As the geese turned back into 
:he refuge each hunter in the pit 
lid some quick mathematics. 
‘‘'L et's see, I've used three 
shells of m:/ ten . . . with 
no success. We are going to 
nave to let them come In closer, 
maybe circle our decoys a time 
or two, and pick our shots. 
L e t's get those decoys spread 
out more to imitate a feeding 
flock. Let Fd call 'cause he's 
best; the rest of us will stay 
down and , . ." 
To make a long story short, 
tills scene is sure to be re­ 
peated many times this season 
on the Swan Lake public hu it- 
ing area near Summer. More 
hunters will be making certain 
geese a re "in range" 
and 
shooting carefully; the reason 
is a change in Conservation 
Department regulations which 
lim its each 
goose hunter now 
to ten shells on this area. Ac­ 
cording to the official wording 
of the new regulation: "A hunter 
may carry to the blind and use 
no more than ten shells." 
Before recommending 
this 
change, 
the 
department took 
stock of what was happening at 
Swan Lake and studied the re­ 
sults of similar restrictions on 
goose 
areas in other states. 
It is no secret that there is 
a suostantial loss of crippled 
birds during the goose hunting 
season. Many birds that are hit 
— but not . fought down — sail 
off out of sight or reach before 
collapsing. These unretrieved 
cripples reduce the flock and 
don't become roast goose on 
anyone's table. Just how many 
a r e lost cannot be said with 
certainty. But hunters at Swan 
Lake have reported to 
the 
headquarters that, on the aver­ 
age, among every five geese hit 
at least one sails off as a 
cripple. That's 20 percent. It 
certainly can't be called sports­ 
manship, and, with 
the ever­ 
increasing demand for goose 
hunting, it is a waste 
we 
cannot afford. 
It is no secret that some 
hunters do lots of shooting at 
geese at extreme shotgun range 
just on the off-chance that 
a 
lucky shot may "scratch one 
down." Waterfowl 
research 
workers say the difference be­ 
tween a clean kill and a crip­ 
ple boils down to "delivering 
a lethal num ler of pellets 
to 
£th« b ird ." "Scratch" shooting 
at extreme range cuts down 
the w n b e r of I HT J pene s. 
It is wasteful of shells as well 
as birds, and is unpopular with 
many hunters. 
In fact. hunters name 
this 
shooting at eirds beyond ef­ 
fective shotgun range as their 
number one 
gripe on public 
waterfowl shooting areas. High 
shooters, or "sky busters" as 
they are disparagingly called, 
irritate 
the 
hunter 
who is 
fam iliar with the range 
of 
his shotgun and the limits of 
his own accuracy. Most Swan 
Lake hunters can tell you about 
an instant- when geese 
were 
working in to the decoys and 
some 
"sky busters” in 
a 
neighboring pit wrecked 
the 
chances. 
But "sky busting" isn't easy 
to defile in term s of yards of 
range applicable to everyone. 
Some 
larders use a 
twenty 
gauge with 'ow-ba.se shells and 
other b rr 
ten gauge manguum 
doubles 
with 
custom-loaded 
shells, which makes for con­ 
siderable 
variation in effec­ 
tive range. 
Besides this difference 
in 
equipine it, hunters have a wide 
difference in experience, too, 
from 
tho 
beginner 
to the 
v e ten n Who remembers when 
old Swan Lake was considered 
as a place to hunt ducks . . . 
not geese. 
So limiting the number 
of 
shells is the one thing that re­ 
minds everyone, regardless of 
equipment 
or 
experience, to 
consider the effective range of 
his gun and stay within it. Oth­ 
er states say a shell limit re­ 
duces this "sky busting" and it 
should lead to better su ccess- 
on the a v e n g e. Actually, 
we 
wouldn't be surprised 
if pri­ 
vate goose hunting clubs out­ 
side the Refuge started limiting 
their custom er's shells, too. 
In addition to the crippling 
loss, there is another waste 
that is more subtle and harder 
to measure . . . poisoning from 
lead shot. Feeding waterfowl, 
both ducks and geese, may pick

up the spent shotgun pellets; 
these may be ground up In their 
powerful gizzards and the lead 
enters 
the blood stream . Tills 
lead, counled with the 
wrong 
diet, can kill 
birds, or 
at 
lease affect fertility.. Heavily 
hunted 
areas 
can build up 
tremendous concentrations of 
lead over the years, so that 
It is quite likely that feeding 
birds will pick up some lead 
shot along with their food. 
Illinois goose management ex­ 
pert, George Arthur, told the 
Mississippi Flyway Council he 
checked a private goose hunt­ 
ing club which had been hunted 
for 25 years and found an es­ 
timated 440,000 shotgun pel­ 
lets per acre! Wisconsin work­ 
ers have recently picked uplead 
poisoned geese in their area. 
Geese are better situated than 
ducks: Tiey have a relatively 
undisturbed breeding ground, 
an assured wintering area In 
state and federal refuges, and 
a regulated harvest. They will 
be a major source of enjoy­ 
ment for a long time to come. 
However, lead poisoning does 
pose a long-range 
problem. 
Studies are underway at Swan 
Lake to see what must be done 
about the accumulation of lead 
over the years, to keep the prob- 
Ie rn from becoming serious. 
The Canada goose is a trophy 
bird, the product of some of the 
wildest 
subarctic tundra and 
vast muskeg bog that remains 
in North America. Thoughtful 
hunters are giving considera­ 
tion to the quality of 
goose 
hunting (and duck hunting, too), 
and "sky busting” is the op­ 
posite of "quality." 
Aldo Leopold, in his 
Sand 
County Almanac describes 
a 
duck hunt on a public 
marsh 
like this: "the decoys work, 
despite 
the 
caller; 
i flock 
circles in. It must 
be shot 
before it 
circles twice, for 
the marsh bristles with other 
sportsmen, 
similarly 
ac­ 
coutred, who might shoot first. 
He opens up ut 70 yards, for tis 
polyclioke is set for 
infinity, 
and the ads have told him that 
Super-Z shells, and plenty of 
them, have a long reach. Tile 
flock flares. A couple 
of 
cripples sail off to d.e else­ 
where. 
Is 
this 
sportsman 
absorbing cultural value? Or is 
he just feeding minks?" 
While the shell limit 
at 
Swan Lake is new, this regula- 
tion has been well tested 
in 
other major goose hunting spots 
in the Midwest; Indiana adopt­ 
ed the idea in 1959 on Willow 
Slough 
State 
Hunting Area. 
Illinois has set up this regula­ 
tion 
on 
their 
two nationally 
famous 
goose 
areas, Union 
Count! and Horesiioe 
Lake. 
Wisconsin waterfowl biologist, 
Dick Hunt, reported that after 
lits 
state adopted 
a shell 
limit on Horicon National Ref­ 
uge, "hunters in the state blinds 
were picking their shots.” A 
Tennessee 
Wildlife 
Com­ 
mission?" observed the system 
in Illinois; now the Tennessee 
Blythe Ferry Management Area 
has an eight shell limit. 
In 
Oklahoma the assistant direc­ 
tor says the shell limit 
on 
Tishimingo National 
Refuge 
"w as well accepted 
and Un­ 
creased the number of geese 
taken.” Wheeler (Alabama) Na­ 
tional Refuge and shooting area 
will have a shell limit this year; 
probably other areas will fol­ 
low suit, because the majority 
of hunters are giving favorable 
reports. 
Hunters 
have 
increasing 
chances to sharpen their eyes 
by practice before a goose hunt. 
There's instinct shooting with a 
BB gun (see Hie August Con­ 
servationist), 
metropolitan 
areas have new public sheet 
shooting ranges, and clubs can 
have contests with hand traps. 
Right 
now 
there's intense 
preparation at Swan Lake Fed­ 
eral RoAige, with a bumper crop 
of corn anticipated and plenty of 
decoys on hand so hunters can 
try their skill at coaxing geese 
in close. 
To sum up, experience with 
the shell limit shows w ecanex­ 


pect better marksm anship,less 
wild shooting, and fewer unre­ 
trieved cripples. It Isn't the 
perfect solution: all the "sky- 
b usters" may not think twice 
and settle down to shooting at 
geese only in range. But if they 
do not, their supply of shells 
will soon be exhausted and the 
careful hunters can 
have bet­ 
ter sport.

PREGNANT, UNWED TEENS 
NOW GETTING U. S. HELP 
A nurses' group was recently 
granted more than $40,000 by 
the Office 
of Economic Op­ 
portunity to enable it to broaden 
its work with slumdwelling un­ 
wed pregnant teenagers. 
The 
pace-setting program of the 
Visiting Nurse Association of 
Brooklyn (in New York City), 
may point the way for other 
communities 
plagued 
by 
poverty, 
unemployment, 
ignorance and ill-health—all of 
which contribute to the nation­ 
wide illegitimacy problem. 
NATIONAL PROBLEM 
Out-of-wedlock 
births, ex­ 
perts agree, are a national 
problem 
which 
cut 
across 
racial, religious and economic 
lines. 
In 1962, an estimated 
quarter *’ of 
a 
million il­ 
legitimate babies were born. 
The figure is expected to in­ 
crease to around 300,000 by the 
end of this year. 
Of these, 
about one of every three will 


be borne by teenagers. 
Two years ago, the Visiting 
Nurse Association began Its 
rescue and salvage operation 
among 70 youngsters referred 
by hospitals, welfare agencies, 
doctors, and its own nursery. 
It set up a series of eight-week 
courses, geared to the under­ 
standing of seventh to ninth 
graders, to give the girls in­ 
formation 
on 
sex hygiene, 
nutrition, maternal and child 
health, labor and delivery, and 
care of newborns. 
Informally run, the 65 girls 
are 
encouraged 
to 
ask 
question, to air their problems 
in class. 
The nurses soon discovered 
that beneath a tough and un­ 
caring 
exterior 
were 
frightened, ignorant children. 


Not only did they know little 
about how their own bodies 
function, they were even un­ 
informed on “the relationship 
of sexual intercourse 
to re­ 
production." 
NO DROPOUTS 
Neither the girls, nor their 
families, the nurses report, 
are indifferent to efforts to 
help them, 
There were no 
dropouts 
from 
the 
course, 
although several of the girls 
had dropped out of school. They 
stayed away from the weekly 
sessions only when they were 
ill, or were needed to baby­ 
sit 
younger 
brothers 
and 
sisters, or when there was no 
bus fare to get them 
to the 
course. 
Although the conferences were 
scheduled from 2;00 to 3;30, 
the girls 
usually appeared 
shortly after noon and left re­ 
luctantly at 4*30. 
EAGER STUDENTS 
The nurses found the girls 
eager to learn. 
Taught to 
sew so they could make baby 
clothes, they often took 
the 
materials home with them re­ 
turning with completed gar­ 
ments in which they took great 
pride. 
One youngster came to class 
with a receiving blanket dec­ 
orated with a heart 
outlined 
in contrasting color. 
Inside 
the 
heart were 
the 
words 
“ Mom and Dad". 
The 17- 
year-old father of the unborn 
child had drawn this for her to 
embroider. 
The nurses believe that there 
should be more attempts to 
work with the young men who 
are 
often, 
she 
observed, 
“plagued with guilt 
and 
frustration" like the girls. 
POSITIVE RESULTS 
The warm, accepting atmos­ 
phere in the course helped build 
up the girls’self-esteem, which 
had been totally shattered by 
the 
circumstances 
of their 
lives, 
Some of them even 
began to make positive plans 
for the future. 
An habitual 
truant 
returned 
to 
school, 
determined to become a nurse. 
Another decided to go on with 
plans, which she had abandoned 
in 
despair, 
to 
become a 
beautician. Others returned to 
school after the birth of their 
babies. 
Sloppy 
youngsters 
began to take pride in 
their 
appearance, to feel themselves 
worthwhile members of 
the 
community. 
AN OUNCE OF PREVENTION 
Asked by Women’s Medical 
News Service to comment on 
the Association’s program, Dr. 
Harold Jacobziner, Assistant 
Commissioner of the New York 
City Department of Health, who 
has worked closely with the 
nurses' group and 
is well 
acquainted with the project, 
said: 
“Of course the work is 
eminently worthwhile, and 
I 
hope educators and health and 
welfare officers 
across the 
country will take the cue and 
start similar programs. 
“But I think we can do more 
than try to repair the damage 
once the tragedy has occurred. 
We can, and should give our 
boys and girls a thorough and 
complete sex education, includ­ 
ing information of family plan­ 
ning, and such a program may 
lead to total prevention."

Johnson Has Less 
Serious Ailment 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson apparently Is suf­ 
fering from the less serious of 
two forms of an ailment that 
plagues thousands of his fellow 
Americans — a poorly function­ 
ing gall bladder with the forma, 
tion of stones. 
This was indicated both by tile 
wording of his announcement 
Tuesday that he will undergo 
surgery Friday, and by the filet 
that a month has passed since 
Johnson suffered his first re­ 
ported attack on Sept. 7. 
All information released thus 
far from the White House indi­ 
cates that the gallstones are 
limited to tile gull bladder itself 
or to a small pipeline leading 
out of it — and that none has 
plugged a more vital channel 
lower down in tile body. 
When tile stones go farther, 
more extensive surgery is re 
quired and usually it is per­ 
formed on an urgent basis soot 
after tile ailment is diagnosed. 
Gallstones are not uncommon. 
They cause trouble for about 2I 
per cent of all women and IC 
per cent of men before age GO, 
They vary in size, and some. 
times remain in the gall bladder 
for a long time without causing 


serious symptoms. 
Tile gall bladder is a pear* 
shaped organ that liesnear,and 
partially attached to, the liver, 
in tile upper right section of Hie 
abdomen. 
Its function is to receive, con­ 
centrate and store a fluid called 
bile which is manufactured in 
the liver. 


Tile bile is needed for the 
digestion of fats and fatty sub­ 
stances in tile small intestine. 


Some 
unconcentrated 
bile 
goes direct from the liver to tile 
intestine all the time.

Johnson Looks 
Like Healthy Man 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson looks like a man 
enjoying perfect health. This is 
the general impression of most 
people who see him regularly. 
If Jonnson has given any hint 
— outside his inner circle— of 
the gall bladder trouble that will 
lead to surgery on Friday, the 
clues have been a1 most impossi­ 
ble lo spot and went unnoticed. 
To White House newsmen, 
who seek portents in every 
change of presidential demean. 
or, the announcement of John- 
son's latest health difficulty 
came as a total surprise — 
though they see him almost ev­ 
ery day. 
Johnson did look tired and 
peaked at times earlier this 
year. But in recent weeks bt 
has seemed fit, rested and weu 
tanned from occasional week­ 
end holidays in the Texas sun. 
And this general impression 
apparently 
has 
extended to, 
members of the inner circle. 
Bill D. Moyers, press secre­ 
tary, said today he has seen 
no evidence of any slowing down 
of the fast-running presidential 
mechanism. 
Tuesday, for example, John­ 
son handled a filii schedule of 
appointments that ranged from 
a ceremonial meeting with 4-H 
Club representatives to a Cabi­ 
net meeting at which he dis­ 
closed his impending surgery. 
And he was still at work Tues­ 
day 
night — entertaining a 
group of bankers and business­ 
men at a private White House 
dinner. 
Moyers said the pace will con­ 
tinue until the moment Johnson 
enters the Bethesda, Md., Naval 
Hospital Thursday night, 
Johnson has not been without 
physical 
frailities, however, 
as President. ITiough there 
has been no evidence, at least 
on the public record, that he has 
suffered any continuing ill ef­ 
fects from a moderately severe 
heart attack IO years ago, he 
did spend 3V2 days in the Be­ 
thesda hospital in January, suf­ 
fering from a heavy cold that 
left him under par for several 
weeks. And he has ha'1 recur­ 
ring 
difficulty 
with 
small 


growths on his hands, a condi­ 
tion attributed to exposure to 
sun. 
All in all, though, Johnson's 
health 
record as 
president 
would seem to bear out a June 9 
pronouncement by his personal 
physician, Vice Adm.George G. 
Berkley: "The President is in 
perfect health." 


Over the years, Johnson has 
had 
two 
bothersome health 
problems, apart from his heart 
attack and skin troubles — oc­ 
casional bronchial difficulties, 
evidenl during his January ill­ 
ness — and bouts with kidney 
■tones. 
Jonnson first underwent sur­ 
gery in January 1955 for the re­ 
moval of a good-size kidney 
stone. That was six months be­ 
fore his heart attack. And seven 
years earlier, in 1948, a smal­ 
ler stone was removed through 
nan-surgical manipulation at the 
Mayo Clinic. 


There apparently is no con­ 
nection between this history of 
kidney stones and the fact that 
he now has gall stones, 
As for his bronchial problem, 
lie told newsmen during his Jan­ 
uary illness that he caught colds 
more often than most people — 
that he'd had pneumonia six or 
eight tim es, apparently in his 
younger years. The January 
cold settled in his chest and 
produced a case of laryngitis. 
Johnson's heart attack came 
on July 2, 1955, while he was 
visiting at the home of a friend 
at Middleburg, Va. The attack, 
which laid him low for about six 
months, has been described as 
moder Uely severe. The Presi­ 
dent, when asked once how bad 
it was, replied: "As bad an at­ 
tack as you can have and still 
live." 
The President's 
physicians 
say he has fully recovered from 
the attack and has had no fur­ 
ther heart difficulty. For that 
reason, they say, he approaches 
gall bladder surgery with no 
more cause for concern than 
would any 57-year-old man who 
never had a heart attack. Tie 
risk, they avow, is "very small 
indeed.'’ 
Indonesia Events 
Have R ed Tinge

What happened in Indonesia 
had the look of a premature 
Communist coup. Tie attempt 
to take over the sprawling, pop­ 
ulous nation may have been 
triggered too so >n, but the Com­ 
munists may ye! be able to do 
the job. 
At best, Indonesia faces a pe­ 
riod of wild confusion. At worst, 
one of several things could hap­ 
pen. A Commmist takeover, a 
civil war or even dismember­ 
ment of the potentially rich na­ 
tion of 3,000islands. 
The Communists had seemed 
confident at one time of taking 
over by peaceful means if they 
could get by one big obstacle. 
The resistance of some army 
officers. To some observers it 
had seemed not a question of 
whether the Communists would 
take over, but when. 
President Sukarno's increas­ 
ingly close alliance with the Red 
Chinese may have been peril­ 
ously close to a point of no re­ 
turn. High Red Chinese officials 
seemed to be interfering openly 
in Indonesia's internal af& irs, 
even proposing that Sukarno 
arm the peasants as "volun­ 
teers to crush M alaysia." 
Perhaps rumors about Sukar­ 
no's health triggered an at­ 
tempted Red coup. The Commu­ 
nists might have expected army 


resistance to tnetr aspirations 
if the aging, ailing Sukarno 
passed suddenly from the pic­ 
ture. 
There is no constitutional pro­ 
vision for a successor.Sukarno 
made himself leader and presi­ 
dent for life. His deputy,Suban- 
drio, probably would be accep­ 
table to the Communists as an 
interim chief of government, 
but there is no assurance Su- 
bandrio could take over. 
Sukarno allowed the Indone­ 
sian Communist party — the 
PKI — to become enormously 
powerful, the only organized, 
disciplined party permitted to 
operate legally. It has four 
members in Sukarno's cabinet 
and one in his inner cabinet, the 
real power. 
SUkarno's tevors to the PKI 
alarm ed the army. Communist 
Chief D. N. Aidit, 43, seemed 
almost the head of a shadow 
government. His second in com­ 
mand, Njoto, a power in the la­ 
bor unions, is an inner cabinet 
member. His theoretician and 
chief 
strategist, 
Mohammed 
Lukman, also is a power in the 
cabinet. 
Tie 
three are the 
brains of the PKI politburo. 
Sukarno contributed to Com­ 
munist power by espousing a 
concept called Nasakom, mean­ 
ing a government made up of 
one-third nationalists,one-third 
religious representatives (the 


country is mostly Moslem) and 
a third Communist. 
The Communists began de­ 
manding that Nasakom be ex­ 
tended to the army command. 
Tiey openly ordered infiltration 
of lower ranks and began luring 
some officers. 
Tie coup failed. How commu­ 
nist it was is a matter of conjec­ 
ture. Lt. Gen. Achmad Yani,the 
chief of staff who once before 
had the army on alert against a 
possible coup, was killed. Aidit, 
the Red chief, is reported in 
Jogjakarta, which he has la­ 
beled "the base of our revolu­ 
tion."

veloped" nations composing the 
Organization for Economic Co­ 
operation 
and 
Development. 
T hese nations have lieen con­ 
tributing alxjut $8 billion a year 
to som e 77 so-called " u n d e r ­ 
developed nations" composing 
the United Nations Conference 
on 
T rade and 
Development. 
About on e-q uarter of this sum 
h as come from private sou rces, 
and th re e -q u a rte rs from gov­ 
ern m en ts. 
The 
underdeveloped 
nations 
loudly proclaim that this is not 
enough -- that they need much 
m o re capital. Of course they 
do, but as is usually true of 
gifts, the* have not used wisely 
the $8 billion annually that they 
have been getting. Much of it 
h a s been wasted on foolish, im ­ 
p ractical projects and a great 
deal of it has gone to enrich 
the ru le rs and b ureau crats of 
the aided countries. Much of the 
foreign aid has gone for w ars, 
m ilitary display and the ag­ 
grandizem ent 
of 
dictators. 
Much of it has interfered with 
Indigenous efforts in the coun­ 
t r ie s aided, and has no doubt 
stim ulated 
the birth rate in 
th e s e countries, 
aggravating 
r a t h e r than solving the p ro b ­ 
le m . 
Is there anything sacred and 
u nalterab le about the exploding 
populations 
of the 
u n d er­ 
developed countries? Isn’t there 
something im m oral about fo rc ­ 
ing men and women 
who p ru ­ 
dently lim it the numiier of their 
own offspring, to pay for their 
ch ild ren 
of the 
1* 
rudt-nt" 
D oesn’t this make 
ssible the 
still 
m ore rapid in crease bi 
the num bers of people in the 
p o o r countries? Until the lead­ 
e r s 
of these countries learn 
w ays of limiting their rate of 
population growth, it is hope­ 
le s s to try to help them. 
On 
many occasions we have 
helped to feed starving refugees 
only 
to see the num ber 
of 
p reg nancies increase about in 
proportion to the in crease in 
food 
Robbing the abler portion 
of the world’s people to in ­ 
c r e a s e the num bers of the less 
able is not solving the p rob­ 
le m , 
but making it infinitely 
w orse. Soon there will be few' 
with 
a sufficient margin 
of 
wealth to help the needy as all 
gradually 
sink 
to that level.

A picture is worth a thousand 
words. This has been said many 
tim es and was reiterated re ­ 
cently by President Johnson 
while addressing a group of 
nationally-known cartoonists in 
Washington. 
He was talking to individuals 
who have treated him none too 
kindly as they have exaggerated 
his physical appearance--big 
ears, prominent nose, pontifical 
solemnity 
and 
general 
unctuousness. 
For 
the most 
part these 
artists deal 
in 
caricature. 
The pictures they present are 
personal impressions, intended 
to emphasize and accent the 
image the public may have of 
the man. 
Pictures taken by 
photographers are not the pro­ 
duct of imagination—they are a 
true reflection of what their 
cam eras saw. 
They 
are the real 
things, 
although a photographer may 
pose his subjects, select angles 
and background and otherwise 
give his product a touch of the 
artist. And a good picture, in­ 
deed, can tell a story better 
than can a w riter with a fa­ 
cility for using words. 
Photo-making, long known to 
man, has made giant strides 
within recent years, especially 
with the development of elec­ 
tronics 
Pictures of the heavens, the 
moon, the stars and even other 
planets are now available for 
scientists to study—and this 
is only the beginning. Photo­ 
graphy has become a national 
pastime and few are the homes 
in which a camera of some 
sort cannot be found. 
The recent death of a Globe- 
Democrat photographer, how­ 
ever, recalled the days when I 
was a reporter 
and feature 
w riter for the newspaper and 
the personal contacts I had with 
the men whose job it was to get 
pictures of events as they hap­ 
pened—spot news--o r to sup­ 
ply the embellishments 
for 
feature stories and the society 
pages. 
Before I was assigned to a 
desk and inside work, my a s­ 
sociation with Russ, 
Ralph, 
Harry, Pete and Dorsie was 
close indeed. We traveled many 
m iles together, were frequently 
away from the city I " days and 
sometimes a week. 
One gets to know a co—‘an­ 
ion 
pretty well 
during c a t 
closeness. All are gone now, 
Dorsie being the latest. Their 
successors are able practition­ 
e rs of the art--and it is ' 
a rt with a proud tradition. 
I speak for the most pa. 
about Russ because I was with 
him more than the others. He 
was a big man, moody, tem­ 
peramental, a genius who had 
the eye of a true artist. 
Without 
schooling in 
tech­ 
nicalities, he invented an elec­ 
trical flashlight for camera use 
becasue the noise and smoke 
of the oldtime one annoyed him. 
His was the predecessor of the 
contraptions used today. 
He experimented in 
color 
photography and was so suc­ 
cessful that Eastman sent a 
man from New York to con­ 
sult him. He had gadgets od 
his radio and later his tele- 
vison which he manufactured 
himself and today are standard 
equipment. Yet, he was so un­ 
concerned, he cashed in on 
nothing, never applied for a 
patent. 
Returning to his house (me 
night, he opened the door of 
his bedroom and surprised his 
cat which was sitting 
on a 
dresser. The cat laughed and 
Russ took its picture which 
was published in The Globe- 
Democrat. A woman who was 
not even an acquaintance asked 
for a print. He couldn't be 
bothered to make a print so he 
sent her the original plate, no 
charges. 
A syndicate bought the plate 
and offered The Laughing Cat to 


the public. It is still in syn­ 
dication and made somebody a 
heap of money, but not Russ. 
One of our assignments was 
to do a travelogue of Missouri. 
We visited every county in the 
state. Roads were few and poor; 
the only cro ss-state highway 
was No. 40 and it had numerous 
detours. 
High water detained us for 
two days in the north central 
part of the state but with a break 
in the weather, we proceeded 
east far behind schedule. Sud­ 
denly 
we saw an 
attractive 
panorama of rippling 
grain 
flowing into a background of 
green forest and hills. Russ 
stopped his car, got out his 
tripod and cam era and prepared 
to make the shot. 
“ Take only five minutes,” he 
said. But it took 90 minutes 
while I was fuming. Why so 
long? Well, Russ took his pic­ 
ture atop a high ridge and in the 
forefront was a daisy stalk 
swinging slightly 
the breeze, 
Russ Waite J ic 
*.« *.v'ver to 
stand still be '■'Va-he s»iapped. 
It made a beautiful picture, 
which didn't fit into the trav­ 
elogue, but we were so late 
arriving in St. Louis that after­ 
noon that Russ cohered the 
Veiled Prophet Ball sans man­ 
datory formal attire. 
How he got by the austere 
gentlemen at the gates and was 
permitted to circulate among 
society people in business suit 
and with probably a bit of Mis­ 
souri mud on his shoes is still 
a mystery to me. But he did 
and his pictures, as usual, were 
the best. 
This 
outburst of 
rem inis­ 
cence is prompted by Dorsle's 
recent death. In retirem ent on 
a tract in his native Ozarks, 
a flash flood swept his car off 
a narrow bridge and he was 
drowned. God rest him—and 
the others, too.

The 
University 
of

Americas is some 8,600 feet up 
the pine covered slopes west 
of Mexico City. Always a touch 
of autumn in the air. 
“ What happened," said Mr. 
Waldo, “ the Smithsonian Insti­ 
tute paid some visits to Oaxaca 
Valley. They turned up evidence 
of a flourishing civilization that 
went on about seven thousand 
years ago." 
So the Smithsonians are plan­ 
ning on spending a big part of 
1966 in the valley doing ex­ 
ploration work. 
Archaeologists consider the 
valley one of the world's top 
digging spots. There are more 
than 200 known archaeological 
sites and experts say the sur­ 
face barely has a scratch. 
Many thousands of years ago, 
the place was a huge lake. Vast 
and wet. Nobody knows how the 
plug was pulled but it drained 
or slowly dried up. 
And after a while the first 
men drifted in and set up shop. 
Making all sorts of small idols 
and stone heads for the tourist 
trade. The Zapotecs and Mls- 
tecs put up some pyramids and 
cities so the place would be a 
little more attractive.

Plant, the new 
Alexander County Courthouse, 
plans for new schools, a public 
housing apartment building on 
the riverfront and a new 72- 
bed nursing home soon to get 
under construction. 
City Corp. Counsel Payton 
Berbling told the Commission 
that he was going to “ surprise 
the group by not asking for 
much."

Anchor Stays Inactive 


SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — 
The crew cut American private 
sat crosslegged on the grassy 
slope, his rifle across 
his 
knees. Before him, to the north, 
stretched the empty no-man's 
land of Korea's demilitarized 
zone. 
Behind, fading into row upon 
row of hills dusted with blue 
haze, lay North Korea. Behind 
the private lay the farmlands 
and crowded cities of South Ko­ 
rea — and 50,000 American 
troops. 
These 
troops, 
says 
Gen. 
Dwight Beach, commander of 
UJS. forces in Korea and the 
four-nation United Nations Com­ 
mand force, “ are the northern 
anchor in Asia. The southern 
anchor is Viet Nam. where 
things are very active. 
He added, somewhat wistful­ 
ly: “ Hopefully, the Northern 
anchor remains inactive." 
How 
inactive the powerful 
North Korean arm y remains 
may well depend on the number 
of U,S. forces standing fast in 
South Korea. 
The South Korean government 
recalls that when U2>. forces 
began pulling out in 1950, North 
Korea 
struck 
suddenly and 
unexpectedly. With this in mind, 
the South Korean government 
asked renewed assurances that 
U £. forces would remain in 
strength before a Korean com­ 
bat division was shipped to 
South Viet Nam. 
Beach, conscious that Red 
China's two-million-man army 
is a potential threat anywhere 
in Asia, comments: 
“ It is really one war, Korea 
and Viet Nam. There is an un­ 


easy peace here and fighting 
action in Viet Nam." 
South 
Korea's 
president, 
Chung 
Hee 
Park, 
echoed 
Beach's statement: 
“ The Vietnamese situation is 
directly linked with the security 
of our nation." 
The shield of security for 
South Korea lies both in the 600,- 
000-man South Korean army 
and the 50,000 UJ5.troops. 
The American forces-the 2nd 
and the 7th infantry divisions, 
which comprise the 8th Ar my— 
are scattered the length and 
breadth of Korea. 
But the bulk of the divisions 
are deployed over two historical 
invasion routes into the capital 
of Seoul: Chorwon Valley and 
Imjin River. 
To the northeast of Seoul, 
stretched along the brown hills 
overlooking the Imjin River, is 
the 2nd Infantry Division. One 
of us big jobs is patrolling the 
tense, 2.5-mile-wide demilitar­ 
ized zone dividing North and 
South Korea. 
Although this area has been 
quiet since 1953, troops there 
have 
been 
attacked 
several 
times by hit-and-run North Ko­ 
rean agents. 
To the north and east,astride 
the twisted Chorwon Valley, is 
the 7th Infantry Division. The 
division is prim arily a second 
line of defense. 
In its area, Korean troops pa­ 
trol the demilitarized zone. But 
close behind it are 7th Division 
units. 
On the other side stands the 
North Korean ground force, es­ 
timated at 330,000 men. Behind 
it stands the hordes of China.

Pensioners 
Sure Winners 
In Series

NEW YORK (AP) — However 
the World Series winds up, one 
sure set of winners are base­ 
ball's pensioners. They will be 
the ultimate beneficiaries of 60 
per cent of the fees paid for ra­ 
dio and television rights for the 
Series starting today in Minne­ 
sota. 
Since 1947 nearly $4.5 million 
has been paid out by the big 
league pension plan to former 
players, coaches or trainers. 
And last year o verall benefits 
to the pensioners came to $668,- 
292. 
This radio and television mon­ 
ey may be some consolation to 
the players in the series for the 
loss of some benefits from sales 
of seats. Tile home field of the 
Minnesota Twins has 45,182 
seats, so the management re ­ 
gretfully had to turn down at 
least $4.5 
million 
in orders 
from would-be spectators. 
All 20 big league clubs will 
benefit from the pension plan 
part of the Series. They finance 
the plan jointly through a cen­ 
tral fond and in addition to 
World Series money put 95 per 
cent of all income from the an­ 
nual A liofar game. And while 
with a major league club, each 
pension plan member—player, 
coach or trainer—pays $2 a day 
to a maximum of $344 a year. 
Monthly pensions now range 
from $125.50 to$723.25 depend- 
ing on major league service and 
age at retirem ent. The plan al­ 
lows a player with five years in 
the big time to take a sm aller 
pension at age 50 rather than 
wait for the normal one at age 
65. 
Of 189 persons now receiving 
monthly benefits, 156 are mem- , 


hers, 17 are widows and 16 are 
other 
beneficiaries, 
with a 
monthly average of $243. The 
total of vested members in the 
plan—those with at least five 
years service—is now 785, and 
239 of these are still playing in 
the majors. 
Since the plan was set up by 
the leagues in April 1947 it has 
been administered by The Equi­ 
table Life Assurance Society of 
the Ui>., and benefits have been 
liberalized several tim es. 
Beside the pension rights, the 
plan also provides life insur­ 
ance. Depending on length of 
service, the insurance ranges 
from $12,000 to $40,000 
for
